from the clouds. 
These 
chem icals 
have been used on top of H atfield's 
rain-tow ers since 
N ovem ber 
I and 
very few drops of rain have visited 
the W est Side fields. 
A few days ago, th e rain-m aker vis­ 
ited Crows’ Landing and had quite 
an argum ent with several 
business 
men. 
Hatfield was censured severe­ 
ly, it is reported, after he had made 
a statem ent to H. C. Tucker, O. P.

This 
statem ent, in part, follows: 
“Hatfield claims th a t by installing 
new chem icals he can produce rain 
w ithin four to eight days and would 
no doubt mako a fair crop for the,1 
farm ers. 
“W hen asked ’Why don’t you do 
it?’ he replied: ‘There would be no 
object in my doing so as I ain satis­ 
fied I could not get the required ten 
inches,’ and was not willing to give 
the farm ers the benefit
